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DETAILED ACTION 

1. In response to the communication dated 10/29/2004, claims 1-13, and 24-28 are active in 
this application and in the condition for allowance. The reasons for allowance are stated in the 
previous Final Office Action mailed September 08, 2004 and reiterated herein below for 
convenience.

Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 1, 24, and 27) 
invention having, in addition to the other limitations in the claim, the steps of: accessing one or 
more web pages/electronic documents and one or more subsets of one or more web pages/ 
electronic documents, the subsets having been extracted from the one or more web pages/ 
electronic documents prior to receiving the search query, the subsets extracted responsive to one 
or more views, the one or more views defined independently of the search query, wherein the 
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views are content-sensitive filters that specify which sub-parts of a/an web page/electronic 
document a user is interested in. 

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 4 and 9) 
invention having, in addition to the other limitations in the claim, the steps of: identifying one or 
sequences of a plurality of predefined views that can be applied to one or more electronic 
documents, each predefined view including instructions, the instructions operating on the one or 
more electronic documents, the instructions specifying methods for selecting one or more subsets 
of the one or more electronic documents; wherein the views are content-sensitive filters that 
specify which sub-parts of an electronic document a user is interested in. 

Dependent claims 2-3, 5-8, 10-13, 25-26, and 28 are allowable because they depend from 
based claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
